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Your  Committee  are  very  pleased  to  state  that  the  Accounts 
again  show  a  Balance  in  hand  on  the  year’s  working,  and  tender 
their  thanks  to  the  Matron  and  Staff  for  their  co-operation  and 
services  in  connection  with  the  working  of  the  Hospital,  which 
have  materially  assisted  them  to  be  in  this  favourable  position. 
Against  the  balance  in  hand  there  is  an  outstanding  bill  of  £45 
for  the  new  Operating  Table,  mentioned  below,  which  has  not  yet 
been  delivered. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  Miss  Craigie,  owing  to  ill- 
health,  found  it  necessary  to  give  up  the  post  of  Hon.  Secretary, 
and  the  Committee  would  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  express¬ 
ing  their  appreciation  of  her  valued  services  to  the  Hospital  during 
the  years  she  had  been  Hon  Secretary  since  1926.  Mr.  F.  Williams, 
with  the  kind  consent  of  Mr.  Vaughan,  has  undertaken  the  duties 
of  Hon.  Secretary,  thereby  continuing  the  long  association  of  that 
office  with  our  Hospital.  Mr.  Vaughan  has  also  placed  his  office  at 
the  disposal  of  the  Committee  for  their  meetings,  and  we  are  very 
grateful  to  Mr  Vaughan  and  Mr.  Williams  for  their  help 

The  Committee  desire  to  record  their  thanks  to  the  Honorary 
Medical  Officers  and  Dentists  for  their  valuable  services  during  the 
year 

The  Annual  Hospital  Ball  again  proved  a  great  success  and 
vour  Committee  wish  to  thank  Miss  Banks  and  her  Committee  lor 
the  time  and  trouble  expended  by  them  in  the  organisation  of  this 
successful  event. 

A  very  successful  dance  was  held  at  Brilley,  and  we  are  very 
grateful  to  Mrs.  Parker  who  organised  the  event. 

The  Hospital  Contributory  Scheme  (which  had  only  been  in 
operation  a  few  months  when  the  last  Report  was  published)  has 
made  wonderful  progress  showing  that  those  to  whom  the  Scheme 
applies  realise  the  advantages  of  its  Membership,  and  our  grateful 
thanks  are  due  to  Mr.  F.  T.  Roper  and  Miss  Gwen  Roper,  the  joint 
Hon.  Secretaries,  for  all  the  work  they  have  done  in  making  the 
Scheme  a  success.  Amongst  the  advantages  to  be  derived  from 
Membership  are  that  X-Ray  facilities  are  now  available  for  Patients 
under  the  above  Scheme  through  the  kindness  of  Dr.  G.  Winter 
Dryland  and  Dr.  W.  Logan  Jack,  who  have  placed  their  own 
Apparatus  at  the  disposal  of  Contributors,  and  their  kindness  is  a 
material  help  to  the  success  of  the  Scheme,  and  we  accord  them  our 
grateful  thanks. 
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We  have  to  again  accord  our  gratitude  to  Miss  Watkins  and 
her  Pantomime  Committee  for  the  magnificent  sum  of  £45  by 
which  the  FTospital  has  benefited  through  the  very  enjoyable 
Entertainment  produced  by  them,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
express  wish  of  the  Pantomime  Committee  that  the  sum  should  be 
appropriated  to  provide  some  special  requirement  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Hospital,  your  Committee  decided  to  apply  this  amount  towards 
the  purchase  of  a  new  Operating  'fable  for  the  Hospital  Theatre, 
which  has  been  needed  for  some  time. 

Your  Committee  also  wish  to  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks 
the  kindness  of  Mr.  Studt  in  giving  a  Benefit  Night  on  behalf  of 
the  Hospital,  which  resulted  in  the  sum  of  £9  being  handed  over, 
and  further  Mr.  Studt  has  promised  to  give  a  similar  Benefit  Night 
in  future,  following  the  usual  May  Fair  Day. 

The  “  Pound  Day  ”  was  again  a  great  success,  through  the 
kindly  organisation  of  Miss  Cecil  Gwyer,  and  your  Committee 
desire  to  thank  her  and  all  those  who  responded  with  gifts  of  money 
or  in  kind. 

The  Committee  are  very  grateful  for  the  supply  of  eggs,  fruit 
and  vegetables  wdiich  have  been  received,  including  Harvest 
Festival  Collections  from  the  various  Churches. 

1937  is  the  Hospital’s  Jubilee  Year,  and  the  Committee  think 
it  is  an  occasion  which  should  be  marked  in  some  special  manner. 
Our  President  has  very  kindly  invited  us  to  hold  a  Hospital  Fete 
at  Eywood  some  time  in  July,  and  it  is  hoped  all  Subscribers  and 
Patients  will  unite  to  make  it  a  huge  success  After  50  years  there 
is  much  that  needs  doing  at  the  Hospital,  in  the  way  of  structural 
repairs,  alterations  and  additions  which  has  had  to  be  postponed  or 
only  patched  up  for  lack  of  funds,  and  it  would  be  nice  if  our 
Jubilee  effort  could  be  made  the  occasion  of  repairing  and  renova¬ 
ting  the  whole  building  inside  and  out,  and  giving  it  a  clean  start. 

During  1936  there  were  129  admissions  (including  1  Out- 
Patient),  1,628  Patients  days,  26  Major  operations,  54  Minor 
operations,  4  Deaths.  Average  number  of  days  each  bed  was 
occupied,  203.  Average  length  of  stay,  12  days.

There  have  been  admitted  :  —  88  Surgical,  25  Medical, 
and  15  Dental  cases,  including  22  Accidents  and  10  Fractures. 

20  Major  Operations  were  performed,  all  successful. 

Police  and  Railway  Ambulance  Men  have  given  in¬ 
valuable  help  in  transport  of  Patients,  but  a  number  of  accident 
cases  still  arrive  in  such  improvised  conveyances  as  coal-lorries, 
sometimes  after  considerable  exposure  by  the  roadside. 

The  new  Operating  Table,  whose  purchase  has  been  made 
possible  by  the  talented  efforts  and  kindness  of  the  manage¬ 
ment  and  cast  of  the  Pantomime,  is  on  order.  We  offer  them 
our  thanks  and  need  hardly  say  that  any  of  them  needing  to 
sample  it  will  be  doubly  welcome.

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RULES. 

I.  — The  Hospital  is  intended  for  the  accommodation  of  poor 
pei sons  residing  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Kington,  who,  suffering 
from  accident  or  curable  disease  cannot  be  treated  efficient!}7  in  their 
own  homes. 

II. — All  the  property  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested  in  Trustees 
and  any  vacancy  occurring  in  their  body  shall  be  filled  up  by  the 
Governors  at  the  next  General  Meeting. 

Ill  — The  Hospital  shall  be  under  the  direction  of  a  body  of 
Governors,  consisting  of  donors  of  £10  and  upwards  (who  shall  be 
Governors  for  life)  and  of  annual  subscribers  of  £1  Is.  and  upwards. 

IV.  — The  management  of  the  institution  shall  be  conducted  by  a 
Committee  consisting  of  a  President,  twelve  Governors  to  be  appointed 
annually,  the  Medical  Staff  and  the  Hon.  Secretary  and  Treasurer. 

V.  —  The  Honorary  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  keep  minutes  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Governors  and  Committee  ;  receive  and  pay  monies 
under  the  direction  of  the  Committee  ;  keep  the  accounts  and  at  the 
end  of  each  year  prepare  a  Report  and  Balance  Sheet  to  be  submitted 
to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

VI.  — There  shall  be  a  General  Meeting  of  the  Governors  early  in 
each  year,  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  the  report  for  the  past  year,  and 
transacting  any  other  business.  A  special  meeting  of  Governors  may 
be  convened  at  any  time  by  the  Hon.  Secretary  upon  the  receipt  of  a 
requisition  signed  by  not  less  than  five  Governors,  specifying  the 
object  of  such  meeting  and  giving  a  week’s  notice. 

VII — The  Committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  month, 
three  members  to  be  a  quorum.  They  shall  have  power  to  fill  up 
vacancies  in  their  number,  to  make  Byelaws  and  Regulations  which 
shall  be  in  force  until  repealed  or  amended  by  the  Committee  or  by 
the  Governors  at  an  annual  or  special  meeting.  If  a  member  of  the 
Committee  is  absent  from  Meetings  for  more  than  six  months  consecu¬ 
tively,  except  in  the  case  of  illness,  or  for  some  other  reason  approved 
of  by  the  Committee,  membership  shall  on  the  expiration  of  those 
months  cease  and  determine.  The  Committee  shall  then  have  power 
to  fill  such  vacancy  until  the  next  General  Meeting.  They  shall 
appoint  a  resident  Matron,  provide  her  with  such  assistance  as  they 
may  from  time  to  time  think  desirable, -and  make  all  necessary 
contracts  for  supplies  to  the  Hospital. 

VIII  —  The  expenses  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  defrayed  by  donations 
and  annual  subscriptions,  assisted  by  weekly  payments  made  by  the 
Patients.  Subscriptions  are  payable  in  advance  and  become  due  on 
the  first  day  of  January  in  each  year. 

AS  TO  PATIENTS. 

IX. — Patients  affected  with  Mania,  Epilepsy,  Infectious,  Incurable 
or  Chronic  Disease  shall  be  ineligible  for  admission. 
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X  —  Every  Patient  sliall  he  required  while  in  the  Hospital  to 
contribute  towards  the  cost  of  his  or  her  maintenance  such  weekly  sum 
(not  less  than  6/6)  as  the  Committee  shall  in  each  case  determine.  A 
member  of  a  Society,  all  of  whose  adult  members  are  contributing  to 
the  Hospital  annually  at  the  rate  of  at  least  2d.  per  week,  shall  be 
admitted  at  10  per  cent  reduction. 

XT. —  Patients  must  submit  to  the  regulations  of  the  Hospital  and 
control  of  the  Matron,  and  receive  visits  from  their  friends  at  times 
approved  by  the  Committee. 

XII.  — Except  personal  clothing,  every  requisite  for  the  patients 
shall  be  provided  in  the  Hospital,  and  they  shall  not  be  allowed  to 
receive  food  or  drink  from  any  other  source  on  any  pretence  whatso¬ 
ever  Any  patient  guilty  of  misconduct  or  neglecting  or  refusing  to 
comply  with  the  rules  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  liable  to  instant 
dismissal. 

XIII.  — Patients  shall  have  the  utmost  religious  liberty  and  may 
be  visited  by  any  minister  of  religion  they  desire. 

XIV. — There  shall  be  a  visitors  book  kept  at  the  Hospital,  open 
at  all  times  to  the  inspection  of  subscribers  in  which,  any  observation 
or  complaint  may  be  entered  This  book  shall  always  be  examined 
by  the  Committee  at  its  meetings  and  every  complaint  so  entered  and 
signed  by  a  Subscriber  shall  be  enquired  into  by  the  Committee. 

XV.  — At  such  times  as  there  is  more  accommodation  at  the 
Hospital  than  is  required  for  the  treatment  of  poor  persons  the  Medical 
Officers  are  at  liberty  to  treat  as  paying  patients  there,  those  who  are 
in  circumstances  making  gratuitous  services  unnecessary,  provided  : 

1 —  The  sanction  of  the  Committee  is  given  to  their  reception 
or  in  case  of  urgency  the  sanction  of  the  Honorary  Secretary  i3 
previously  obtained. 

2—  That  in  addition  to  the  Medical  Fees  the  patient  contributes 
to  the  Hospital  Funds  sufficient  to  pay  all  expenses  required  by 
the  Committee,  the  minimum  charge  being  Two  Guineas  a  week. 

3 —  That  the  patient  be  aware  of  the  condition  of  reception. 

XVI. — The  foregoing  Rules  may  be  altered,  rescinded  or  added 
to  at  any  special  meeting  of  the  Governors  provided  notice  of  such 
intended  alteration  or  addition  shall  have  been  given  in  writing  to 
the  Secietary  not  less  than  fourteen  days  prior  to  the  annual  or 
special  meeting. 


Bye-Laws. 

The  ordinary  meetings  of  the  Committee  shall  be  held  once  a 
month,  to  examine  and  discharge  the  accounts  for  the  previous  month 
and  to  conduct  the  general  business  of  the  Hospital. 
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When  serious  operations  have  to  be  performed  notice  shall  he 
given  to  all  the  Medical  Staff  in  order  that  they  may  be  present  at  the 
operation. 

The  Matron  shall  be  responsible  for  the  proper  nursing  of  the 
patients  and  the  general  domestic  arrangements  of  the  Institution, 
and  have  charge  of  all  provisions  and  stores.  She  shall  receive  all 
payments  made  bv  the  patients  and  account  for  the  same  to  the 
Committee  monthly.  She  shall  make  arrangements  for  the  charge 
of  the  Hospital  in  her  absence. 

Patients  must  conform  to  the  rules  and  bye-laws  of  the  Hospital 
and  obey  the  directions  of  the  Medical  Officers  and  Matron. 

Every  patient  is  required  on  admission  to  bring  decent  clothing 
and  a  change  of  underclothing  and  a  brush  and  comb. 

Patients  shall  be  allowed  to  receive  visits  of  their  friends  on 
Sunday  and  Tuesday  afternoons,  between  the  hours  of  2  and  3-30, 
but  at  no  other  time  without  leave  of  the  Matron.  No  more  than  two 
friends  to  be  admitted  on  the  same  day  to  see  any  patient. 

Patients  shall  not  leave  the  Hospital  premises  without  special 
leave  of  the  Matron,  nor  at  any  time  go  into  any  but  his  or  her  own 
Ward. 

Any  patient  shall  be  liable  to  be  discharged  for  any  breach  of 
Rules  or  Bye-laws  or  for  disorderly  conduct.
